Here in the 
proverbial  nut- 
shell is a sad 
and meaningful 

story. It is sad because the rea- 
sons the South had for voting 
against the admission of the peo- 
ple of Hawaii were the wrong rea- 
sons. It was a purely political 
vote based on the fact that Ha- 
waii will bring in senators and 
representatives who will provide 
added strength to the civil rights 
forces. 


It is meaningful because it very 
starkly reveals the great decline 
in the influence of the Southern 
bloc in the Congress. Until five 
years ago, it was able to turn on 
the stop-and-go signs for legisla- 
tion about as it pleased. 


There is a further note of pathos 
in it because so many of these 
Southern senators are knowledge- 
able men. Many of them now 
have become embittered men with 
chips always on their shoulder. 
These are caught in a political 
trap which is cruel and not very 
rewarding. They must vote 
against much legislation for 
wrong reasons because to do oth- 
erwise would jeopardize their 
home positions. 


Great Struggle 


They are here in one of the 
great capitals of the world. It is 
locked in a great struggle to save 
the free world from Communist 
power and terror. These Southern- 
ers are not unintelligent men. 
They know the score. But they are 
the prisoners of the many county 
politicians in their state who do 
not know the score and who fierce- 
ly cling to concepts no longer 
valid. 


They must watch their tradi- 
tional Senate power erode away 
day by day. The Western states, 
well before the Hawaiian vote, 
had already moved up to a posi- 
tion of equal, if not superior, 
strength. Only the hold of the 
Southern members on committee 
chairmanships enables them to re- 
tain some of their old influence. 


About five years ago the South- 
ern bloc was a hard core, one of 
22 votes. This number, in a Sen- 
ate of 96 votes, was a veto power. 
It could, by coalition with Repub- 
lican conservatives, wield a 
strength quite out of proportion 
to its actual numbers. But about 
five years ago, some of the South 
began to break away. It could 
not go along denying legislation 
in the general field of civil rights. 


The first such break came in 
the signing of the so-called South- 
ern manifesto in 1956. It was a 
document which attacked the Su- 
preme Court for its school deci- 
sion, It was an idea conceived by 
Senate members who were then 
hopeful that the late Sen. Walter 
F. George of Georgia might be 
returned to the Senate without op- 
position. It was felt that he might 
be attacked in a primary cam- 
paign as not having made an ef- 
fectual fight against the court de- 
cree.

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Out-Patient Care 
In Kansas Lauded

TOPEKA, Kan.—Dr. Howard V. Williams Jr., a young psy- 
chiatrist from Macon, Ga., who helped in the reform of the Kansas 
mental health program, says out-patient clinics and guidance cen- 


ters have “helped give Kansas 
mental health.”

Kansas has out-patient clinics at each of its three mental hos- 
pitals. The state also has six guidance centers, financed jointly by 
county governments, United Fund (Community Chest) and private 


endowments. 


Trained psychiatric personnel at the clinic and guidance cen- 
ters ‘help people to understand the problems of mental illness and 
to understand that with proper treatment, the great majority of 
the mentally ill can be restored to health,” Dr. Williams declared. 
He said the personnel ‘‘alleviate many fears about mental illness.” 


DOCTOR INTERVIEWED 


In an interview with an Atlanta Constitution reporter, Dr. Wil- 
liams, who now is out-patient clinic director of Topeka State Hos- 
pital, was emphasizing how Kansans have been educated to seek 
treatment when they have mental health problems. As Dr. Williams 
talked, in walked Dr. Heinz Graumann, senior psychologist on the 


clinic staff. 


Dr. Graumann apologized for interrupting the interview, but 
said he needed to consult Dr. Williams briefly about a case—a 
case, as it turned out, that illustrated the point the clinic director 


had been stressing. 


The case involved a man who had been an alcoholic; but had not 


had a drink in 12 years. 


“He’s 50 years old now,” Dr. Williams explained, “‘and he’s 
getting tense again. He wants to be admitted to the Hospital. He's 
afraid he’s going back to drinking. In fact, he’s taken a few beers 
already and it has frightened him a great deal.” 


TESTS DECIDED ON 


Drs. Williams and Graumann decided that the patient should 
be given psychological tests and interviewed further to determine 
whether he should be admitted to the hospital or whether out- 
patient psychotherapy would be sufficient. 

A person in Dr. Williams’ native state who seeks state mental 
health treatment has only one choice—Milledgeville State Hospital. 

Kansas mental health leaders emphasized that it would be diffi- 
cult to educate people to seek out treatment at a hospital with low 
standards and a poor treatment record. 

It is unlikely that the former alcoholic who asked for treat- 
ment would have requested hospitalization at Topeka State Hos- 
pital before the reform 10 years ago. It was a custodial institution 


then, not a treatment center.

Dr. Williams, whose parents still live in Macon, said he {fs 
well acquainted with Dr. Joe D. Combs, clinical director of the 
white women’s division at Milledgeville State Hospital. Dr. Wil-

WASHINGTON — President Eis- 
enhower has received strong 
backing for his controversial de- 
fense policies from Gen. Thomas 
D. White, chief of staff of the 
Air Force. 


White’s testimony before a 
closed session of the Senate pre- 
paredness subcommittee Thursday 
was released Sunday, heavily cen- 
sored. 


The testimony disclosed that the 
air member of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff backed the President in gen- 
eral defense spending policies and 
in military strategy for the Berlin 
crisis. 

White, like Eisenhower, belit- 
tled the idea of increasing ground 
forces in Europe for coping with 
the mounting tension over Berlin. 


BACKS NUCLEAR THEORY 


He likewise supported LEisen- 
hower’s thesis that hostilities 
springing from the diplomatic 
crisis in Germany would inevita- 
bly lead to a nuclear war. 


White was the second of the 
joint chiefs to testify in secret 
before the Senate group. Sen. 
Johnson of Texas; majority leader 
and chairman of the subcommit- 
tee, ordered the hearings to clar-; 
ify the “reservations” which the 
chiefs had expressed about the 
budget plans for fiscal year 1960, 
which begins Next July 1. 


In the first session last week, 
Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, Army 
chief of staff, emphasized the 
U.S. capacity to wage and win 
a ground war in Europe under 
certain conditions, should hostili- 
ties develop from the Berlin 
crisis. 


Taylor also expressed misgiv-

BERLIN (UPI)—East German 
Communists charged Sunday the 
United States, Britain and France 
were ‘“‘misusing”’ their lifelines to 
isolated West Berlin. 


The Communists accused the 
Western Allies of breaking four- 
power traffic agreements by ship- 
ing Berlin- made armaments 
through East Germany to the 
West by rail and air. 


The charge, made by the influ- 
ential monthly magazine ‘‘German 
Foreign Policy’’ (Deutsche Aus 
Senpolitik), raised the possibility 
the Communists might interfere 
with traffic to this Western out- 
post. 


The East German Communists 
also said the Soviets’ Berlin ulti- 
matum would be carried out 
whether the West liked it or not 
and declared that the West Berlin 
“war base” must be eradicated 
and anti-Communist activity in the 
city halted. 


The Communist charges came 
as West German Chancellor 
Adenauer told a state election 
rally in Hanover that he believed 
an East-West summit conference, 
lasting “several months,”’ would 
begin soon. 


Adenauer declared the West 
would negotiate at such talks with 
nuclear and conventional weapons 
disarmament in mind. 


The East German Communist 
government, in an official state- 
ment, threatened anew Sunday to 
conclude a separate peace treaty 
with the Soviet Union if the West- 
ern Allies rejected the Soviet 
peace treaty plan. 


Dozens Hurt 
As Storms 


Head East

Snow struck a hard blow in Wis- 
consin, Nebraska and Iowa. 
TRAFFIC STYMIED 

Wind-driven snow stymied traf- 
fic in Des Moines and Lincoln, 
Neb., and stranded an estimated 
7,500 persons attending state high 
school basketball tournaments. 


A passenger train with 150 per- 
sons aboard was stranded by the 
huge snowdrifts Sunday night. 


Three other passenger trains, 
snarled for hours by 12-foot-high 
drifts, crunched their way to 
freedom. 


The Chicago and Northwest- 
ern train bogged down about 
12 miles northwest of Green Bay 
on a run from Ashland, Wis. 


CLEVELAND BUFFETED 


Wind gusts as high as 80 miles 
an hour ripped through the Cleve- 
land area. One elderly man was 
blown to his death from a second- 
floor porch in suburban Cleveland 
Heights. 


A twister touched down in Dex- 
ter in southern Illinois, blowing 
down several farm buildings, and 
slightly injuring four persons. 
High winds raked nearly the en- 
tire state, toppling trees, lines and 
smashing window panes in Chica- 
go. 

TORNADOES KILL 2 


Twisters took a toll Saturday 
night. Tornadoes raked Opal, 
Owensboro and Moko in Arkan- 
sas. One person died in each of 
the small communities. At least 
21 persons were injured. A tornado 
also hit Modoc in southern Illinois, 
injuring one man. 

Strong winds forced the huge 
storm center eastward from the 
Great Lakes to the Gulf Céast, 
sifting four inches of snow over 
Wisconsin and Michigan.

“It is dangerous to talk of bal- 
ancing our budget with death and 
destruction waiting around the 
corner,”’ Kefauver said. 


Javits said, “I deeply believe 
that on the whole the President 
knows what he’s doing in terms of 
defense but I am worried about 
the fact that the administration 
shows a tendency to put budget 
values above defense values and 
this I thoroughly disagree with.” 


Asserting Eisenhower has said 
he doesn’t want any increased 
military spending because it would 
unbalance the budget, Ellender 
said the President “has over- 
stepped himself.” 


IKE TO SPEAK 


“Just because he was a great 
military commander 15 years ago, 
today he says in effect that he is 
the only man in the country who 
knows how many soldiers are 
needed to protect our national se- 
curity,” Ellender said. 


Eisenhower may expand on his 
own views on military spending 
when he gives a radio-TV report 
to the nation Monday night— 
9:30 p. m. EST—on the Berlin cri- 
sis and other European problems. 


Ellender urged that serious con- 
sideration be given to the recom- 
mendation of Gen. Maxwell D. 
Taylor, Army chief of staff, that 
the Army strength be placed at 
925,000 rather than reduced to 870,- 
000 as called for by Eisenhower. 

“A cutback now is inadvisable,” 
Ellender said. 


Javits and Kefauver said the 
problem of keeping both a bal- 
anced budget and a strong defense 
could be met at least partly by 
plugging tax loopholes and cutting 
down on some domestic programs.

| councilors, who are automatically 
members of the departmental 
General Council. Here the Com- 
munists elected 29 last week, also 
a gain of two from 1953. 


Voters in slightly. less than 
half of the French municipalities 
returned to the polls Sunday be- 
cause the majority system in 
force in all municipalities of less 
than 120,000 failed to produce the 
required absolute majority for 
any list in last Sunday's voting. 
Sunday a plurality sufficed to get 
all seats. 


Voters showed strong individu- 
ality by splitting the lists in a 
large number of towns.

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‘A’ Student, 11, Confesses Hatchet-Killing 
Of Mother 2 Years Ago, Sighs with Relief 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) — Charles 
Zubryd, a straight “‘A” fifth grade 
student who will be 11 next month, 
appeared relieved Sunday after 
confessing the hatchet-slaying of 
his widowed mother which had 
baffled crime investigators for 
more than two years. 


The tow-headed youngster who 
weighs 90 pounds was sent to Al- 
legheny County Juvenile Home 
Saturday after telling Dist. Atty. 
Edward C, Boyle he picked up a 
hatchet from a basement table 
and struck his mother on the head 
because she had threatened to 
whip him. 

The boy was eight when his 
mother, Helen, 35, was slain in 
their nearby Sewickley Twp. home 
on Nov, 20, 1956. Since then, in- 
vestigators ran down more than 
1,600 clues in a vain effort to 
solve the slaying. One man, whose 
two sons were questioned about 
the murder, died of a heart at- 
tack while leading detectives to 
the Zubryd home. , 


Charles shed no tears as he de- 
scribed the slaying to Boyle. 


‘She was going to whip me with 
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an Army belt,” Charles said. 


“I ran down to the cellar, and 
she came after me. That’s when 
I picked up the hatchet.” 


The boy told Boyle he couldn't 
remember “‘why my mother was 
going to beat me.” 


Boyle said Charles “seemed 
greatly relieved when he finally 
told us” about the crime. 


Throughout the intensive inves- 
tigation Charles had fever been a 
suspect. The boy was brought to 
authorities after his uncle. and 
aunt suspected he knew more 
about the slaying than he had in- 
dicated. 


Boyle said the fingerprints»were 
obliterated when a_ neighbor 
pulled the death weapon from the 
victim's body. 


Since the slaying, the boy had 
made his home with an uncle and 
aunt, Michael and Margie Zubryd, 
near Irwin, Pa. He is a top stu- 
dent in his class at Washington 
School, Irwin. 


Relatives decided to inform po- 
lice of their suspicions because of 
the boy’s strange behavior. 


“He brooded a lot and got sul- 
len, and sometimes wouldn't talk 
to us for two weeks at a time,” 
Said Michael Zubryd. “Lately, he 
wouldn’t even play with the other 
children.”” The uncle said the 
boy showed no interest in a bas- 
ketball and other toys he had re- 
ceived at Christmas. 


Mrs. Zubryd telephoned Boyle 
about Charles’ “strange behavior”’ 
and the district attorney advised 
her to bring the boy in for ques-

FORT HILL, Nyasaland (AP)~ 
The jungle-clad hills surrounding 
this tiny military outpost have be-| 
come the center of Nyasaland’s 
sabotage and arson war against 
British colonial rule. 


A senior army officer said Sun- 
day “resistance is hardening.” 


Rebel African spearmen are no 
longer running helter-skelter from 
the bullets and bayonets of gov- 


ermment troops. They are putting 
up a fight. 


Gangs are smashing bridges, 
burning houses and terrorizing 
with threats of death and mutila- 
tion those Africans still loyal to 
the whites. Against them are 
ranged 500 crack native African 
troops of the King’s African Rifles 
backed by spotter planes of the 
Royal Rhodesian Air Force. 


“Resistance is definitely harden- 
ing since we got here four days 
ago,”’ said a senior KAR officer. 


Patrols armed with rifles, mor- 
tars and submachine guns have 
met volleys of rocks and spears 
and have been forced to open fire 
on a number of occasions, the of- 
ficer reported. He declined to 
comment on casualties. 


Throughout Nyasaland 47 Afri- 
cans have been killed by security 
forces since the rebellion flared 
more than two weeks ago. Nearly 
70 have been wounded. 


Since the troops arrived they 
have pushed patrols 40 miles into 
the 8,000-foot Misuku hills hunting 
gang leaders. Several suspects 
have been seized.

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Nation Can Afford 
Costs of Freedom 


One can but wonder along with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower just what today’s world 
now would be if the United States had 
not stepped in after World War II with 
massive programs of foreign aid under 
the Marshall Plan and other programs. 

In his message to Congress Friday 
requesting $3,930,000,000 in funds for fur- 
ther aid to the free nations, the President 
said: 

“When I hear this program described as a 
‘give-away’ or as ‘aid to foreigners at the 
expense of domestic programs,’ I wonder what 
sort of America we would have today— 
whether any funds would be available for 

any domestic programs, whether all our 
substance would not today be devoted to 
building a fortress America—if we had not 
had such a program.” 


Through the years there have been 
many such attacks on this program to 
help a world threatened with Communist 
enslavement to maintain its independence, 
Actually it has been in our own sélf- 

. interest, an investment in security. 

The President said further that dollar 
for dollar foreign aid adds more,to Amer- 
ican security than a far greater expendi- 
ture on U. S. forces. As one result of 
them, we have 250 strategie Air, Navy 
and Army bases on foreign soil and the 
internal Communist menace in scores of 
»countries has been contained. 

In his new request, nearly 62 per 
cent would go for military programs. 
The remaining 38 per cent would go 
for development help, technical assist- 
ance and low interest loans to help build 
up local economies, In this latter field” 
the Communists aré making a determined 
bid all over the world to undermine 
the West, to take away Western mar- 
kets and to infiltrate Rations under pre- 
text of technical assistance. 

The President cited the strength built 
through these mutual security programs 

as having been of inestimable value in 
rane the numerous crises which. have 
occurred without war. There will be 
others in the future, With Russia and the 
Communist Chinese pushing forward with 


their aims of world 4 est by any 
means at hand, the West strive to 
maintain economic and millitary superi- 


ority. 

Unless we do, as Mr. Eisenhower says, 
the United States might well become 
“the richest nation in the graveyard of 
history.” 

There have been mistakes in the 
foreign-aid program. Some funds have 
been wasted needlessly through faulty 
judgment and administration: But the 
over-all effect has been to add. to the 
strength and security of the free world 
and thus to our own. 

The United States cannot survive as 
a free nation in a world otherwise domi- 
nated by Communist economic and mili- 
tary power. The issue of foreign aid is as 
simple as that.

One is, of course, 
the conventional trouble-making 
subversive apparatus of interna- 
tional communism itself. The 
other stick is Col. Nasser. Though 
he now seems to be threatening a 
break with Moscow there is great 
doubt here that he could go 
through with it even if he chose. 


His regime is infiltrated by 
Soviet. “technicians;” his power 
rests on Soviet-bloc arms. But 
even if he could and would part 
with the Russians his capacity 
for. making continued difficulty 
for the West would hardly de- 
cline. For what Nasser repre- 
sents, at bottom, is a determi- 
nation to drive the last of West- 
ern influence from the Middle 
East. This is precisely the 
Kremlin's own purpose.

Jim Greengrass can’t look a foot ruler in the face 
without smiling. At a time of life when many men are 
’ buying bigger belts, he is pulling on longer pants. 

Folks ordinarily don't consider a 30-year-old fellow with four 
children exactly a “growing boy.” But that is exactly what Green- 
grass says he is. 


It came up in a discussion of his 
spring baseball plans. The amiable 
Atlantan said he and the Sacramento 
club were just a few items apart from 
a 1959 agreement. 


Assuming the “items” were of a 
green, folding variety, and the treaty 
would soon be signed, a listener asked 
Greengrass about his overall physical 
condition, particularly the old knee 
wound. 


“My leg is okay,” he replied, “and 
I’m in good shape. I’m ready to start 
working back toward the majors. There 
is one thing, however, that I haven't 
been able to understand. I have grown 
an inch in the last year and a half. 


“My playing weight has always 
been 200 pounds. But now that I've 
gone from 6-feet to 6-1, I'm going to 
need about 15 more pounds on my 


frame.” 


There must be some explanation for the bargain Sacramento 
is getting, a 6-1 slugger for the price of a 6-footer. Maybe it’s 
something in the water, or a new cereal, or what? Surely he 
hasn't stretched himself. And the haircut’s the same, Jim’s 
usual trim crewcut. 


Greengrass ruled out all of these possibilities, and doubts the 
rarified air in several Pacific Coast League cities has promoted 
the unlikely phenomenon. 


“I'll admit, though,”’ he said, “that altitude is enough to take 
a pitcher’s breath away. Especially in Phoenix. There are a lot of 
home runs hit in Phoenix, including the most unusual one I ever saw.

“Tt was opening. day there last season. As you know, batters 
seldom have much sympathy for pitchers, but I’ve never been as 
sorry for a kid as I was for that Phoenix pitcher. Here’s what 
happened: 


“We had the bases loaded, and I was at bat. The kid reared 
back and came in with a hard, close pitch. You've seen batters 
sort of flip their bats to get away from the ball?” he inquired 
rhetorically, while illustrating his question with gestures. 


When answered in the affirmative, Greengrass continued: 


“Well I flipped my bat like that and got a piece of the ball 
. « « a pretty good piece apparently. The ball started sailing 
down the right field foul line, and I stood and watched. I was 
still standing at home place, watching when it went over the 
fence about 320 feet away. 


“That Phoenix air is pretty potent stuff. all right.” 


We'll probably never know if the Phoenix fuel mixture forced a 
grown man to outgrow his trousers. But it seems safe to say that 
around the Greengrass household, father grows best. ; 


There is certainly little rare about the air at Nashville’s Sulphur 
Dell. It’s hot and humid like that the rest of us are happy to make 
a living breathing. But when it comes to home runs, the Dell’s short 
right wall makes up for a lot of altitude. 

In other words, it doesn’t take a Cape Canaveral launching 
pad to propell a horsehide missile aloft long enough and high 
enough for a bit of one-swing bingo at the Vols’ happy hitting 
ground. 


Maybe not a pitching paradise, but certainly a proving ground 
for young pitchers. So says southpaw Jim O’Toole, who as a Southern 
Assn. freshman composed a remarkable 2.44 ERA for Nashville 
last year. 


—Enos Thrives on Buttermilk, Long Handles 


“Sulphur Dell is a good park for young pitchers,’’ O’Toole com- 
mented recently at a Cincinnati workout. “‘In the Dell, a pitcher’s 
got to keep the ball low. To win in the big leagues, you've got to 
pitch low. Throw the ball upstairs in the Dell, and up here, and see 
how long you last.” 


Making his inaugural big league start against the National 
League champion Braves last September, O’Toole dropped a four- 
hitter, 2-1. 


“I made four bad pitches that day,’’ he recalls. “Four 
pitches belt high or above. Each time they got a hit. I got beat.” 
The park, the years, the altitude, high ground or low, appar- 
ently make no difference to some baseball players, namely Enos 
Slaughter, grand old man of the Yankees. 


At 43, Slaughter reported to St. Pete this spring weighing 189 
pounds, one more than he carried to camp as a rookie 21 years ago. 


“Took off nine pounds this winter,’’ boasted Enos, who considers 
physical condition a matter of pride and a matter of business. 


“And I treated my legs pretty rough, to keep them in shape. 
I ran a lot, and I hunted a lot. And I wore long woolen under- 
wear, too. Some people say that’s ‘sissy,’ but these pins are 
mine and as long as they’re here, I'll be here, too.” 


“The worst thing a kid can do is figure training camp is a place 
to take off weight and get in shape. Hell, man, if a kid ain't in 
shape to beat out the other fellow for the job when he gets to camp, 
he’s short-changing himself.” 


Incidentally, he drinks a pint of buttermilk a day for spring 
training energy. 


Maybe Greengrass and Slaughter should share their training 
secrets. Jim could perhaps put a few inches on Enos, and Enos 
maybe tune up Jim’s troublesome wheels . . . and who knows? 


The Giants probably would be the only team with uniforms big 
enough to hold ‘em.

Make the first step short and slow, in unison with the push- 
away of the ball, and the bend of the body at the waist takes place 
comfortably as the ball drops into its downward, backward arc. 
The steps, too, become automatically timed and theif length regu- 
lated, so that if you start from exactly the same place every time 
you must finish at an identical spot at the line.

{ll in Kansas have been a large factor in making the state mental 


health conscious. 
“The 


programs also raise the level of hope for recovery on the 


part of the patients because they see that people in the community 
have some understanding of mental illness and do not consider it 


repugnant,” Dr. Williams said. 


Many organized groups also 
have been instrumental in in- 
forming the general public of 
groups in Kansas include the 
Parent-Teacher associations, the 
facts about mental. illness. These 
League of Women Voters, the 
American Association of Univer- 
sity Women, mental hygiene so- 
cieties, farm groups and veterans 
clubs. 


In 1952, some three years after 
the Kansas reform got un 
way, the voters showed their sup- 
port of the new program by ap- 
proving, by a 2to-l margin, 
a constitutional amendment 
which enabled the legislature to 
establish a building fund levy for 
the systematic replacement of old 
buildings. The three Kansas state 
mental hospitals now have under 
way a 10-year, $40,000,000 build- 
ing program. 


Dr. Alfred Paul Bay, superin- 
tendent of Topeka State Hospital, 
says, “The’ greatest single force 
in Kansas for a good public men- 
tal health program is the inter- 
est of the public.” 


Dr. Bay said Kansans are al- 
most unanimous in supporting and 
taking pride in their mental in- 
stitutions. 


“Our employes are proud of 
being associated with our insti- 
tutions,” he said. 


STRESSES PARTICIPATION 


Dr. Bay also observed that the 
“nublic defends and _ supports 
what it has had a part in pro- 
ducing.” 


He said that in 1954 the Kansas 
governor “‘mentioned the possibil- 
ity of leveling off on mental health 
expenditures. The public reaction 
was fierce and the governor 
quickly decided no leveling off 
was needed.” 


The press has an obligation to 
tell the public the “brutal facts” 
about any irregularities in the 
state’s mental health institutions, 
Dr. Bay said.

Dr. Phinizy has said at least 
12 of the hospital’s 48 doctors 
have a record of drug addiction 
or alcoholism. 

Another key witness at Sunday’s 
session was Dr. Joe D. Combs, 
clinical director of the white wom- 
en’s division. 

Dr. Combs, president of the 
Georgia Psychiatric Assn., has 
signed an affidavit declaring that 
some doctors have remained on 
the hospital staff after it was re- 
ported to the hospital superintend- 
ent that they had been drunk on 
duty.

The French have a flair for 
making desserts and especially 
those using milk and eggs, be- 
cause these ingredients are gen- 
erally plentiful in all sections of 
the country.

The output of 2,630,- 
000 net tons of steel for ingots 
and castings compared . with 
2,562,000 in the first week of 
March and the former weekly 
record of 2,525,000 tons in the 
Dec. 17-23 week of 1956,

working predicted: ‘“‘Second quar- 
ter production will be the biggest 
of any three months in history— 
about 33.2 million tons against 
32.4 million in the fourth quarter 
of 1956.”

Our Best People 
May Be Neurotics 


We can't live without our nerv- 
ous system but neurotics some- 
times feel they can’t live with it. 
Sometimes the most lovable, effi- 
cient, intelligent and intellectual 
people are in this category of 
neurotics. A book has recently 
been published about the great 
Florence Nightingale, who made 
such a remarkable contribution 
to the art and science of nursing. 
This book reveals she was a Se- | 
vere neurotic for. most of her 
life. One cannot help wondering 
whether such people could have 
done any more for humanity if 
they had not been neurotic. 


Today in medicine we also use 
the word psychoneurotic, which 
indicates a more intense form of | 
neurosis in which the mind plays 
a larger role. In this form of neu- 
rosis, hysteria often occurs. 


Psychoneurosis includes ermo- 
tional excitability but also such 
symptoms as temporary loss of 
memory or vision or other dis- 
turbances sometimes resembling 
paralysis. These symptoms are 
so similar to those coming from 
organic disease that a careful ex- 
clusion of organic trouble must 
be made. 


You can see how serious some 
of these neuroses can be, but 
there are many milder forms of 
this condition. In fact, all of us 
probably suffer from certain mild 
neuroses at some time of our 
lives, even though we may vig- 
orously deny them. 


The psychiatrist is needed most 
urgently for the severe forms, 
but the family doctor and the 
specialist in other branches of 
medicine often play an effective 
role in relieving the neuroses of 
milder degree. Reassurance as 
to the physical condition of the 
patient is the first step. Most of 
these milder neurotics have real 
symptoms, and the first step in 
helping them is to have certainty 
that behind the apparent neuro- 
sis there is no organic disease. 


That basis of security often 
presents a problem requiring 
good judgment on the part of the 
physician.

During the process of making “Till Cry To- 
morrow,”” which won Susan an Oscar nomina- 
tién, the actress became close friends with Lil- 
lian Roth, subject of her reel role. “That was 
one of my favorite roles,’ Susan declared. 


The flaming redhead with blazing talent be- 
gan her biographical march as the much-ma- 
ligned Rachel Jackson in “The President's 
Lady,”’ one of the few films that showcased her 
talent in a costume picture. Later, she flitted 
across the screen as singer Jane Froman in
